San José, CA.(EFE) — Los 
recortes en el presupuesto estatal 
del gobernador Arnold Schwarze- 
negger afectan a distritos escola- 
res, Organizaciones y servicios 
comunitarios y de salud para his- 
panos, especialmente en el Con- 
dado de Santa Clara. 

Una de esas organizaciones 
es Gardner Family Care Corpo- 
ration que ofrece servicios en tres 
áreas: Centro de Bienestar, Pro- 
yecto Primavera y Programa de 
cuidado de mujeres y niños. 

“Desde hace cuatro meses no 
reemplazan al personal que se va, 
pero el impacto más grande será 
para las personas que piden 
ayuda, ya que de cada seis sólo 
podemos ayudar a dos, los que 
están más afectados”, dijo a EFE 
el doctor Miguel Valencia, Direc- 
tor de Salud Mental en el Centro 
de Bienestar.

El área de salud mental 
podría reducirse drásticamente o 
desaparecer varios servicios que 
ofrecen a los adultos, personas 
mayores y a familias y niños de 
bajos recursos que experimentan 
problemas de depresión y ansie- 
dades (adultos) e hiperactividad 
en los niños. 

El año pasado, Centro de Bie- 
nestar tuvo un presupuesto de 
siete millones trescientos mil 
dólares. Después del recorte, el 
presupuesto será de siete millones 
de dólares. 

“El impacto es bastante fuer- 
te”, explicó Valencia. “Se dejará 
de atender a unas 150 personas al 
año”. 

El 75 por ciento de los pa- 
cientes de Gardner Family Care 
Corporation es hispano y el resto 
se divide entre asiáticos y caucá- 
sicos. 

“En las últimas décadas se ha 
visto un incremento en los ser- 
vicios de salud mental en la pobla- 
ción latina y asiáticas, pero los 
servicios no son suficientes y con 
estos recortes el problema se va 
agudizar más”, especificó el di- 
rector. 

Aunque la mayoría de los 
recursos de esta organización no 
lucrativa son asignados por el es- 
tado de California, otros provie- 
nen del Condado de Santa Clara 
y de la Ciudad de San José, que 
también experimentan recortes. 

Los recortes que propone el 
alcalde de San José, Ron Gonza- 
les, afectará los programas para 
niños y los de prevención de pan- 
dillas, entre otros, que “se verían 
drásticamente reducidos, si no eli- 
minados”, añadió. 

De acuerdo con Valencia, el 
presupuesto de California recor- 
tará unos 17 millones de dólares 
al Condado de Santa Clara para

Además, para el próximo año 
fiscal (2005-06) se eliminarán 17 
millones de dólares más, es decir 
un total de 34 millones. 

Sin embargo el gobernador 
acordó con los Condados del esta- 
do que para el año fiscal 2006-07 
no se recortarán los 17 millones 
del segundo año “y eso supo- 
niendo que la economía mejore”, 
indicó. 

Por su parte, James T. Beall 
Jr., de la oficina de Supervisores 
del Condado, informó a varios 
centros comunitarios —por co- 
rreo electrónico — que Santa Cla- 
ra enfrenta un reducción en su pre- 
supuesto de 52 millones de dó- 
lares. 

A pesar de la crisis financiera 
existen pocos programas del con- 
dado para familias de bajos recur- 
sos que no van a ser afectados por 
el presupuesto estatal como Heal- 
thy Kids, un seguro médico desti- 
nado para niños y jóvenes hasta 
19 años sin importar su estatus 
migratorio, en el cual reciben asis- 
tencia médica, dental y visual.

Se extiende pánico por redadas a 
otras ciudades del sur de California 


Escondido CA. (EFE) — 
Por lo menos 400 indocu- 
mentados han sido detenidos en 
redadas en distintas localidades 
del sur de California, según 
afirmaron a EFE agrupaciones 
de derechos civiles. 

“La gente tiene mucho 
miedo de salir de sus casas, no 
quiere ir a trabajar o a estudiar”, 
indicó Magdalena González, 
una pequeña empresaria de 
trámites de inmigración y líder 
de la comunidad hispana en 
Escondido. 

Tras las redadas en las 
ciudades de Ontario y Corona, 
que generaron el domingo 
pasado una protesta de más de 
10,000 personas. la Patrulla 
Fronteriza inició el mismo tipo 
de operación en Escondido, 
Rancho Bernardo, Oceanside y 
otras comunidades a más de 60 
millas de la frontera. 

Steve McPartland, portavoz 
de la Patrulla Fronteriza, indicó 
que la operación a cargo de una 
unidad móvil que incluye a una 
docena de agentes de migración 
había aprehendido a 315 indo- 
cumentados en el sur de Califor- 
nia, de los que 283 regresaron 
voluntariamente a México. 

Sin embargo se sabe de más 
detenciones posteriores de 
indocumentados aún no confir- 
madas en esta semana en Escon- 
dido y el área de North Park en- 
tre otros sitios de la región. 

En Escondido las redadas se 
centraron en un supermercado 
favorito de la comunidad hispa- 
na, indicó González.

“Detuvieron a personas que 
habían salido a hacer compras, 
por eso ya no quieren salir de 
sus casas. La comunidad real- 
mente tiene mucho miedo, tanto 
los indocumentados como los 
residentes legales”, señaló la 
dirigente. 

Christian Ramírez, del 
Comité de Servicios Amigos de 
las Américas, indicó que “esta 
es una Operación que se está 
llevando a efecto en todo el sur 
de California, excepto por el 
condado Imperial, de donde 
hasta ahora no hemos recibido 
ningún reporte de detenciones 
por redadas”. 

Ramírez confirmó que 
“definitivamente van más de 
400 indocumentados detenidos 
hasta hoy”. 

La Patrulla Fronteriza ha 
informado que se basa en una 
autorización del Departamento 
de Seguridad Nacional(HSD), 
de investigar si personas que se 
encuentran en las calles de la 
región están en el país sin 
documentos. 

Según organizaciones como 
la Alianza Nacional de los Dere- 
chos Humanos, las detenciones 
se han llevado a efecto cuando 
los inmigrantes esperan o des- 
cienden de autobuses públicos, 
se dirigen a hacer compras o a 
trabajar, o inclusive al salir de 
iglesias, como habría sucedido 
en Ontario el pasado cinco de 
junio. 

Ángel Santa Ana, vocero de 
la Patrulla, negó sin embargo 
que la operación de la unidad 


móvil se acerque a escuelas, 
centros de culto religioso o esta- 
blecimientos de servicios de 
salud entre otros puntos. 

“Esta es una operación que 
se basa en informaciones de in- 
teligencia de la Patrulla Fron- 
teriza y se efectúa según tenga- 
mos recursos; como ahora pode- 
mos disponer de esa unidad mó- 
vil, cumplimos con muestra mi- 
sión de detener indocumentados 
y continuaremos donde sea ne- 
cesario en la medida de nuestras 
posibilidades”, señaló Santa 
Ana. 

Luis Cabrera, cónsul de 
México en San Diego, con 
jurisdicción diplomática en el 
área de Escondido, indicó que 
“este tipo de operaciones no 
pueden funcionar ante el fenó- 
meno de la migración”. 

“Lamentablemente la ope- 
ración de detenciones está afec- 
tando el ambiente que necesita 
la comunidad en el sur de Cali- 
fornia y no va a resolver el fenó- 
meno de la migración, pues-to 
que es más complejo como para 
solucionarse con detenciones”, 
indicó Cabrera. 

Dijo que como el fenómeno

Propuesta de licencias a indocumentados 
pasa su primera prueba

Sacramento (EFE) — La 
propuesta de ley que daría licencias 
de conducir a unos dos millones de 
inmigrantes indocumentados en 
California. se anotó el pasado 
martes una importante victoria, 
después de ser aprobada por un 
comité clave de la Legislatura. 

La SB 1160, del senador de- 
mócrata Gil Cedillo, recibió siete 
votos a favor y cuatro en contra en 
el Comité de Transporte del Se- 
nado. 

Legisladores demócratas apo- 
yaron los pormenores de la más re- 
ciente versión de la medida, mien- 
tras que republicanos se opusieron 
determinantemente a su aproba- 
ción con el argumento de que el 70 
por ciento de la población califor- 
niana está en contra de la pro- 
puesta. 

“Esta es una victoria para todo 
el estado, ya que nos acerca a una 
ley que fortalezca la seguridad 
interna y pública, y que promueva 
la ciudadanía, y participación 
cívica”. dijo Cedillo, representante 
de Los Angeles, en un comunicado 
de prensa. 

Bajo la SB 1160, un inmi- 
grante indocumentado podrá soli- 
citar para conseguir una licencia de 
conducir sin la necesidad de pre- 
sentar un número del Seguro So- 
cial. En vez. según la medida, se 
aceptará un pasaporte o una Matrí- 
cula Consular, para comprobar su 
identidad. 

Asimismo. el solicitante se 
someterá a una minuciosa revisión 
de antecedentes penales dando su 
huella digital, la cual será revisada

en bases de datos. a nivel estatal y 
federal, y cuya información podría 
ser compartida con el Servicio de 
Inmigración. 

Adicionalmente, cualquier 
persona que haya tenido cualquier 
tipo de condena criminal —con la 
excepción de conducir sin una li- 
cencia— se le negara el derecho de 
obtener la misma. 

La licencia para un indocu- 
mentado costaría 146 dólares, para 
amortiguar el costo al estado. 

El solicitante también tendrá 
que firmar una exención, que diga 


básicamente que la persona trami- 
tará la ciudadanía tan pronto le sea 
posible. Por último, la persona que 
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quiera el carné de chofer tendra que 
tener un patrocinador, que sea ciu- 
dadano, y que tenga una licencia. 

La SB 1160 no incluye linea- 
mientos relacionados con la obten- 
ción de un seguro automotriz, que 
es uno de los requisitos que el go- 
bernador pidió ver en un principio. 

Según fuentes de EFE, el go- 
bernador Arnold Schwarzenegger 
se opone al uso de las matrículas 
como forma válida de identifica- 
ción, por motivos de seguridad 
interna. 

También pide una demarca- 
ción —sea una letra o color dife- 
rente — que haga el físico de la li- 
cencia de un indocumentado dife- 
rente a la de un ciudadano. “Esto 
invitaria a la discriminación.

After signing the Language Access 
Act, Washington D.C. mayor Anthony A. 
Williams explained that language and vot- 
ing rights are “important in recognizing 
that immigration is the glory of our coun- 
try.” The newly-adopted city measure will 
provide translation and interpretation in a 
variety of languages to the capital's resi- 
dents not fluent in English. At the same 
time, it will help immigrants integrate into 
American society and learn the common 
language of the country. 


Jim Boulet Jr., executive director of 


English First, a group that advocates mak- 
ing English the official language of the 
country, disagrees. He believes that by pro- 
viding services in foreign languages, the 
government eliminates the incentive to 
learn English. 

The opposite ts in fact true because im- 
migrants realize the importance of know- 
ing English much better than Boulet. Im- 
migrants understand that even if some 
documents are translated into their native 
language, succeeding in the U.S. requires 
learning English. The translation of some 
materials in different languages is a step 
in the door to blend into American society. 

The most obvious example is the avail- 
ability of driver's licenses tests in foreign 
languages. Most states provide written tests 
in a variety of languages. Some even pro- 
vide bilingual examiners when applicants 
take the road test. 

By being able to drive, immigrants can 
get to work, take their kids to school, drive 
a loved one to the doctor, and participate 
in other daily activities. If the driver's li- 
cense tests were available only in English, 
many immigrants who could not pass the 
tests would have to rely on public trans- 
portation completely. Their mobility would 
be severely limited and their interactions 
with Americans would be reduced as well. 

The Language Access Act in Washing- 
ton will provide written translation of docu- 
ments as well as interpretation services at 
public meetings. A coordinator of language 
services will be hired to ensure that resi- 
dents lacking adequate English skills can 
receive services to which they are entitled. 
As Mayor Williams said, language access 
is “a civil rights issue, and it’s a customer 
service issue.” Immigrant residents of the 
city are taxpayers and are also protected 
by Title VI of the Civil Rights of 1964. 

Immigrants’ language rights are also 
protected by former president Bill 
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Clinton’s Executive Order (EO) 13166. 
The directive requires that any organiza- 
tion that receives federal funding provide 
services in languages other than English. 

English-only groups have put pressure 
on current president George W. Bush to re- 
scind EO 13166. Yet, he has refused to do 
sO. 

Legislation similar to Washington D. 
C.’s Language Access Act has already been 
passed in Oakland, California, and New 
York City to assist residents who are not 
fluent in English. 

In Washington, the new law caused 
some concern because of the cost. That is 
always a problem. Originally, the estimate 
of the services from 2003 to 2006 was more 
than $7 million. However, the D.C. Fiscal 
Policy Institute, a private research group 
which studies the effects of budget poli- 
cies on low and moderate income residents, 
calculated the actual cost at 
$500,000.00 a year. 

The expense will in some ways pay 


about 


for itself because those receiving the ser- 
vices will generate more economic activi- 
ties which will end up in more tax rev- 
enues. 

The availability of documents in a lan- 
guage other than English will certainly 
make it easier for someone to set up a busi- 
ness. It may be a new restaurant, a store, a 
small construction company, or some other 
economic initiative which will generate 


jobs and reward the entrepreneurial spirit 


of immigrants. 

That will inevitably mean more con- 
tact with Americans and further opportu- 
nities to learn English. 

Interpretation of meetings will encour- 
age more participation and interaction with 
Americans and eventually entail a greater 
understanding of our system. At the same 
time, it will entice immigrants to become 
citizens and participate fully in civic af- 
fairs. 

Providing language services for immi- 
grants translates into opportunities for re- 
cipients but also generates benefits for the 
rest of society. Other cities across the coun- 
try with significant immigrant populations 
would be wise to follow Washington D.C .'s 
example.

Washington (EFE) — Los hispanos 
continúan su progresión demográfica en 
Estados Unidos, pues su índice de creci- 
miento es cuatro veces superior a la media, y 
en julio de 2003 totalizaban ya 39,9 millones, 
según datos difundidos el pasado lunes por 
la Oficina del Censo. 

Ese constante crecimiento poblacional de 
los latinos se debe en parte a que tienen el 
mayor promedio de nacimientos que otras 
minorías, según analistas de la situación 
demográfica. 

La Oficina del Censo informó de que los 
asiáticos siguen la tendencia de crecimiento 
a los hispanos, con un aumento del 12,6 por 
ciento en el período de 39 meses desde abril 
de 2000 hasta julio de 2003. 

La población hispana alcanzó un total de 
casi 40 millones de personas el 1 de julio de

Study shows new cataract surgery improves elderly driving 


(Newstream) — Seniors are the fast- 
est growing segment of the driving popu- 
lation, but they're also at greater risk of 
getting involved in a car accident. Dete- 
riorating vision caused by natural aging 
of the eye and cataracts disease - a con- 
dition that affects approximately 20 mil- 
lion Americans over 40 - puts the 
country’s aging population at a 17 times 
higher fatality rate than drivers age 25 to 
64. But a new study released 
shows that an advanced eye im- 
plant used in cataract surgery sig- 
nificantly improves the driving 
performance of older Americans. 

The clinical study was pre- 


government officials, senior citi- 
zen groups and medical experts. 
The study shows that when com- 
pared to the “third brake light” on 
automobiles, a successful feder- 
ally mandated driving safety mea- 
sure, the use of wavefront-cor- 
rected technology in the design of 
eye lens implants, or intraocular 
lenses (IOLs), can significantly 
improve brake response times - a 
key measure of driving safety. 
Post-cataract-surgery patients 
with wavefront-corrected IOLs 
improved braking response times 
by 0.5 seconds, a rate 30 percent 
better than the improvement of 
0.35 second demonstrated by the 
“third brake light” in previous 
studies. 

The wavéfront-corrected lens 
was also shown to improve func- 
tional vision - the ability to see ob- 
jects in varying light conditions 
while performing everyday activi- 
ties - better than standard lens im- 
plants. The advanced wavefront- 
corrected lens has a flatter curva- 
ture than standard IOLs to better 
compensate for a spherical abnor- 
mality that often occurs in the ag- 
ing eye. 

About 60 percent of adults 
over 65 have some cataract devel- 
opment, and cataracts are the lead- 
ing cause of vision loss among 
Americans age 55 and older. A de- 
cline in contrast sensitivity and in- 
creased perception-reaction time 
are three factors that can affect an 
older person’s ability to drive 
safely, according to the National 
Highway-Traffic Safety Adminis- 
tration. In fact, fatalities among 
drivers over 65 are expected to 
double between 2000 and 2025. 

Drivers with cataracts have 
been shown to be four times more 
likely than people without cata- 
racts to report difficulties when 
driving in the rain, fog and at 
night. Cataract patients who elect 
surgery and receive IOLs are half 
as likely to have an auto accident 
during the six years after surgery 
compared to patients who do not 
have surgery. 

A cataract - the clouding of 
the eye’s lens that blurs vision - 
occurs most often as a result of 
aging. Common symptoms may

Mencionar Acapulco es traer a 
la mente, de quien nos lee o escucha, 
imágenes de playa y sol, de centros 
nocturnos donde la alegría se desbor- 
da entre danzas y bebidas, de restau- 
rantes donde se saborea el marisco 
cocido a la brasa y de platillos de la 
más alta cocina internacional o, sen- 
cillamente, la oportunidad de irse de 
compra a los mercados artesanales. 
Todo ello está disponible en este 
puerto del Pacífico mexicano para 
que el visitante disfrute de sus 
vacaciones al máximo. 

Pero existe otro Acapulco, el que 
comparte su pasado a través de sus 
museos e institutos de cultura, de su 
centro histórico, del Fuerte de San 
Diego, al igual que ofrece sus tradi- 
ciones y fiestas particularmente las 
de carácter religioso. No es raro ver 
procesiones a lo largo de la Costera 
Miguel Alemán, donde los fieles 
acompañan las imágenes en su pere- 
grinar religioso. 

Pero hay otro aspecto de la he- 
rencia cultural de este puerto que se 
remonta a la época prehispánica que 
sólo ahora se hace visible para el visi- 
tante interesado en conocer sobre los 
primeros habitantes que dieron ori- 
gen a esta dinámica ciudad. 

En lo más alto de Acapulco, en 
el cerro conocido con el nombre de 
El Veladero, una de las ramificacio- 
nes de la Sierra Madre del Sur, con 
una altura de entre 350 y 400 metros 
sobre el nivel del mar, se desarrolló 
entre el 800 a.de C. a 750 d.C. un 
centro ceremonial conocido como 
Palma Sola. Los habitantes del lugar 
dejaron para posteridad sus creencias 
religiosas grabadas en rocas de gra- 
nito, una piedra volcánica cuyo en- 
friamiento produce cristales muy 
grandes y tonalidades muy claras. 

“Acapulco es un sitio estratégico 
por su geografía. Tenemos una bahía 
bastante cerrada que ofrece mucha 
protección, a la vez que contamos 
con una tierra muy rica”, comenta 
Cuauhtémoc Reyes Álvarez, arqueó- 
logo del Centro de INAH, durante un 
recorrido que realizamos en el lugar. 
“Imaginemos este lugar dentro del 
punto de vista de los antiguos pobla- 
dores. Ellos tienen las mismas necesi- 
dades que nosotros de vestirse, ali- 
mentarse y un lugar donde estar y re- 
producirse y eso lo ofrece Acapulco 
de manera abundante” 

Con un clima cálido y húmedo 
por su cercanía con el mar y con dos 
estaciones muy bien definidas, los 
pobladores que llegaron a estas 
tierras encontraron la fuente de su 
alimentación no sólo en los productos 
del mar, sino también los que obte- 
nían de las lagunas de Coyuca de Be- 
nites y Tres Palos. Tuvieron también 
los productos de media montaña del 
cerro de El Veladero y la caza de 
diferentes tipos de animales. 

Palma Sola un centro ceremonial 

Se piensa que la elección de este 
lugar como centro ceremonial y 
religioso se realizó de manera inten- 
cional, dado que en el lugar se origi- 
nan dos arroyos: el de El Camarón y 
el de Palma Sola. El lugar donde se 
localiza la zona arqueológica está en 
la parte conocida como el “Anfitea- 
tro”, con una extensión aproximada 
de 3.8 hectáreas y cuenta con una 
gran piedra dentro de una cueva natu- 
ral donde en la época de lluvias corre 
una corriente de agua subterránea. 

“Por ello se asume que es un es- 
pacio ritual, porque toda la zona está 
relacionada con el agua, que es la 
forma como los antiguos mesoameri- 


canos veían su propio universo. Ellos 
nos ofrecen su interpretación de có- 
mo se originan los grupos humanos, 
de cómo está organizado el cosmos 
y los ritos del agua”, comenta el 
arqueólogo Reyes Álvarez. 

De acuerdo a la creencia de los 
pueblos de Mesoamérica, las cuevas 
eran el punto de origen de los seres 
humanos, donde vivían los dioses y 
en algunas ocasiones eran también 
los puntos de unión con el infra- 
mundo. 

A través de un recorrido de 
aproximadamente un kilómetro, 
siempre en ascenso, observamos el 
legado de los primeros pobladores de 
Acapulco, quienes dejaron el testi- 
monio de sus creencias religiosas en 
una serie de petrograbados labrados 
en rocas de granito. El principal se 
encuentra en una cueva ubicada en 
el punto más alto del lugar y narra a 
través de las figuras de un hombre y 
una mujer, la cosmovisión de este 
pueblo sobre la pareja original. 

Petrograbados 

En esta zona ceremonial de 
Palma Sola las imágenes grabadas en 
piedra están relacionadas con el agua, 
de allí que se tenga la convicción de 
que fue un centro ceremonial o zona 
de rito. 

Los petrograbados están nume- 
rados del O al 18 y van en orden des- 
cendente a medida que se asciende 
en el recorrido, hasta llegar al número 
o elemento 1 que es el más impor- 
tante. 

Junto a los petrograbados se en- 
cuentra una tabla informativa del 
Instituto Nacional de Arqueología e 
Historia (INAH), que de manera 
suscinta narra el significado de cada 
uno de ellos, dando la debida inter- 
pretación de líneas y círculos que re- 
presentan las figuras humanas, así co- 
mo de puntos y rayas que tienen un 
significado diferente. 

El primer petrograbado que se 
encuentra es el Elemento 18. INAH 
lo describe de la siguiente manera: 
“En las rocas de Palma Sola se repre- 
sentaron principalmente figuras hu- 
manas muy esquematizadas, es decir 
reducidas a caras formadas por trián- 
gulos, rectángulos o círculos dentro 
de los que se grababan dos puntos pa- 
ra formar los ojos y otro para delinear 
la boca, como las que aquí se apre- 
cian, aunque también, como en este 
caso, se registraron ocasionalmente 
cuentas de puntos que posiblemente 
estaban relacionados con los ciclos 
del año agrícola”. 

El trazo de los petrograbados 
realizados con cinceles de piedra, 
golpeados con martillos del mismo 
material, es muy ancho y algunas ve- 
ces llega a tener hasta un centímetro 
de profundidad. 

El culto a la solicitud del agua 
se repite en las escenas de los petro- 
grabados que representan ceremonias 
de petición de lluvia o que están re- 
lacionadas con el mito de la creación. 
Algunas de las imágenes se presentan 
de frente con las manos en alto como 
orando o bailando. 

En los petrograbados identifica- 
dos como elemento 11, algunos per- 
sonajes de las escenas se distinguen 
con tocados, por lo que podrían ser 
interpretados como sacerdotes o cha- 
manes. 

“Estos personajes eran indispen- 
sables en los ritos, ya que poseían el 
conocimiento del mito originario. 
Como intermediarios con los dioses- 
ancestros aseguraban el cumplimien- 
to del pacto de éstos con el grupo y 
se encargaban de realizar estricta- 
mente los actos marcados por la tradi- 


ción para obtener mejores cosechas, 
buenas lluvias, o calmar huracanes”, 
se lee en la placa puesta por el INAH.

Sonoma, CA. — After listen- 
ing to José Carreras twice as one 
of the famous singers in the “The 
Three Tenors” (which also in- 
cluded Lucciano Pavarotti and 
Placido Domingo), attending his 
solo concert was interesting. 

As he entered the Garden The- 
atre at Villa Montalvo last Wednes- 
day, where he sang as part of their 
“Classical Concert Series,” he was 
greeted by a standing ovation. He 
smiled acknowledging the ap- 
plause. He was dressed in a formal 
black tuxedo. Still handsome, with 
graying hair and thinner than he 
was on his last visit to San José, 
the tenor was accompanied by his 
pianist, Lorenzo Bavaj. He took his 
place at the center of the stage. He 
appeared tense. 

For a singer who occupies 
such a privileged position in the 
music world, Carreras opera rep- 
ertoire alone includes over 60 
Operas. Apparently he did not plan 
to fully display the range of his 
magnificent instrument in concert. 

His selections for the night in- 
cluded pieces which did not tax his 
voice: art songs, most of them sang 
in Italian and one of them in 
French, a Zarzuela piece by the 
Spanish composer Granados, and 
a Ramirez song. 

His first rendition, “Fenestra 
che Lucive” by Bellini, was not his 
best. His enunciation was perfect, 
but his voice lacked fullness. He 
was forcing the high notes. In con- 
trast, he got bravos for his rendi- 
tion of “Seranata Napoletana” by 
Costa. Carreras regained complete 
control of his voice in “Segreto, by 
Tosti.” He interpreted it with feel- 

ing, allowing us to hear for the first 
time that night, the mellowness of 
his tone and its quality. “Si tu le 
voulais” a French song also by 
Tosti, was also well sung and his 
pronounciation of the French was 
perfect. “Aprile” by Tosti, was his 
best song in this part of the pro- 
gram. It fit his range perflectly 
therefore it displayed the beauty of 
his tone in all its splendor. Carreras 
interpreted it with vitality. 

After the intermission, Carre- 
ra’s voice regained its fullness; his 
tone was excellent until the end. 
His best interpretations in this part 
of the program were, not surpris- 
ingly, the two songs in Spanish. 
“Andaluza” written by Granados, 
“Alfonsina y el mar” by Ramírez.” 
Both songs appear to be now his 
“signature songs” because he re- 
peats them in his recitals. The love 
songs describe different subjects 
for love. In “Andaluza,” Granados 
uses the so called andalucismos, 
Spanish terms which describe the 
Spaniard's love for Andalucía. In 
the lyrics of the song, the composer 
describes the southern Spanish re- 

gion with Seville as “The glory of 
the Spaniards, the soul of Spain and 
the envy of the Muslims.” 

“Alfonsina” is a love song 


written for a woman who Ramirez 

describes “went to look for new po- 

ems dressed in the sea’s foam.” 
If one wanted to name the song 


which displayed best the mellow- 
ness of Carreras tone, that night we 
would select “Vurria” by Rendine. 
He sang it in a beautiful soft tone

and interpreted it with a lot of feel- 
ing. So much feeling in fact, that 
his rendition made a member of the 
audience shout: “We love you” 
aloud. At the end of the song he 
received an standing OvatiOns..«..u: 

There were two encores in the 
program: A part of “Concerto from 
Rachmaninoff” sang as a song, and 
the Neapolitan popular song “O 
Sole Mio.” (A signature song of 
tenor Pavarotti). The audience 
voiced aloud their wish for him to 
sing “Granada,” (A signature song 
of tenor Domingo), but he ignored 
their request. 

Lorenzo Bavaj, as Carreras’s 
accompanist, was excellent that 
night. In every song he allowed the 
tenor to fully display his instru- 
ment. while the piano remained in 
the background. As a pianist, 
Bavaj's touch is soft, yet he injects 
vitality in every single one of his 
notes. In his 
“Andaluza,” we could hear clearly 
every note of the Flamenco music 
interpreted with feeling.

Tenor Carreras concert was 
fair, but it could have been better. 
It could have been more interest- 
ing if the tenor had included in his 
program a few songs better known 
to American audiences. It would 
have been exciting for his adoring 
fans if he had said a few words to 
them at the end of the concert: 
something as short as “Gracias.”

Latino. “The achievement gap be- 
tween White and non-White stu- 
dents is widening in Silicon Val- 
ley,” according to the DCP Annual 
Report 2003. 

Of the current 350 enrolled 
students, 88% are Latino, 51% are 
English Language Learners, and 
68% entered high school at a read- 
ing and computing level between 
3rd and 5th grades. Primarily from 
low-income families, 70% of the 
student body qualify for free or re- 
duced lunches.

At what cost? 

It costs DCP $11,368 per stu- 
dent per year; 60% percent of that 
is received from state funding.

Allen Holmes, ex secretario 
adjunto de Defensa para Opera- 
ciones Especiales, explicó que la 
guerra contra el terrorismo que 
abandera Bush no responde a un 
“fenómeno nuevo”, sino que lo que 
es nuevo es su “respuesta militar”. 

Entre los promotores de esta 
campaña contra Bush figuran 
también Jack Matlock, embajador 
ante la URSS durante el Gobierno 
de Ronald Reagan.
